MEMORANDUM FOR TEE RECORD 

Meeting at 0800, 26 August 1957 , Main Treasury Building 

SUBJECT: Consideration of Port Security Aspects of Entry of Polish 
Registered M/V EDWARD DEMBOWSKI into a Continental 
U.S. Port.

Mr. Kendall distributed a memorandum prepared by Admiral 
Hirshfield for the Secretary of the Treasury dealing with the entry 
of the subject vessel (see attachment). Mr. Kendall said that in 
view of the postponement of NSC Action of 22 August 1957 > dealing 
with the relation of the Port Security Programs to U.S. policy 
toward Poland, it would be necessary to make a determination on 
the entry of the DEMBOWSKI which is due in New Orleans on 28 August 
1957 . He said that he assumed the consensus of opinion would be 
to permit entry of this vessel as in the case of the OKRZEJA earlier 
this month. Mr. Jandrey distributed a paper containing excerpts 
from a New Orleans paper concerning reactions to the security 
precautions taken at the time of the entry of the OKRZEJA. 

The CIA representative said that there are intelligence re- 
ports which indicate possible Communist Chinese ownership of the 
DEMBOWSKI, but that nothing conclusive could be said about such 
ownership. The vessel is registered as of Polish Government owner- 
ship. However, since the consideration before the group was the 
determination of the security aspects of permitting entry of this 
vessel, his agency believed there would be virtually no risk of 
hostile action by this vessel and would concur in permitting the 
vessel entry. 

Mr. Kendall asked if all other representatives still concurred 
in permitting this entry and all replied in the affirmative. Mr. 
Kendall suggested to Mr. Jandrey that it would appear that State

Department should check the matter of ownership with the responsible 
Polish officials and Mr. Jandrey stated that this was under considera- 
tion by the State Department and would probably be done. Mr. Widman 
of Treasury said that the Foreign Assets Control Section of Treasury 
would be interested if this vessel is determined to be in fact of 
Communist Chinese ownership. 

There was general discussion regarding the postponement of the 
NSC Action on the Polish port security problem. Mr. Widman said that 
his Department and the State Department had first believed that the 
JCS were recommending that Polish vessels only be permitted entry 
into certain less important ports of the continental U.S., but after 
further discussion understood that the JCS recommendation was that 
Polish vessels should be permitted entry only into those ports 
having adequate facilities to carry out proper search procedures. 
Admiral Bavidson stated that this latter conclusion was his under- 
standing of the JCS recommendation. 

Action Requested : Mr. Kendall requested that the various 
representatives have their principals address a short memorandum 
to the Secretary of the Treasury stating thq^r concurrence to the 
entry of the M/V EDWARD DEMBOWSKI into the port of New Orleans.

Mr. Kendall opened the meeting by referring to the expected 
arrival of the Polish M V STEFAN OKRZEJA at Baton Rouge on 1 Aug 57 to 
lift wheat under the recent U.S. - Polish trade negotiations ana dis- 
tributing copies of a memorandum prepared by Adm. Richmond for the 
Secretary of the Treasury ( see attachment) • 

He then requested State Department comments since they would appear 
to have primary interest in view of the above mentioned u.S. - Polish 
negotiations. State representative said that State would recommend an 
exception oe made permitting this vessel to enter subject to the security 
procedure followed in similiar cases. He mentioned as justification the 
recently implimented policy xirith regard to Polana, including the agree- 
ment mentioned above. Mr. Kendall then requested the opinion of Defense 
and CIA. Defense stated that they saw no danger in this entry and CIA 
stated that there was no present indication of major hostile intent on 
the part of the Soviet Bloc toward the United States and there would 
presently appear to be little risk in permitting the vessel entry.
